While in the Meridian jail Blanther is 
known to have had much conversation 
with a man named Pitts, who was con­ 
fined on a minor charge. 
Pitts has 
just discovered a letter which was 
placed in his pocket by Blanther on the 
latter's last night on earth. 
The let­ 
ter, with other papers, had worked 
through a hole in his pocket, and hung 
in the lining. The Blanther letter says 
in part: 


“As this is my last day on earth, I 
wish to say that I cannot die without 
telling a truth. I murdered Mrs. Lang- 
feldt, also Blanche Lamont and Minnie 
Williams. I put this in your coat pocket, 
and hope you will find it in time to save 
the life of Durrant." 


The letter written by Blanther was 
compared with a letter written by him 
to County Treasurer Randle while he 
(Blanther) 
was teaching school 
at 
Kopperl, this county, and the identi­ 
fication is pronounced to be beyond 
doubt. The original written confession 
is now in the possession of Word, Dil­ 
lard & Word, who will at once notify 
the San Francisco officials of the start­ 
ling confession.

One subject which in this scientific 


age has not been made the ^nbject of 
thorough scientific investigation is tho 
sense of smell. 
Our knowledge 
the 


science of odors remains about where 
it was fifty years ago, although we 
have learned so much about light, 
heat and sound.. The old imperfect 
classification of smells into “pungent, 
saline and saccharine0 s ill remains. 
Indeed, about all that most of us know 
is that some smells are agropublo and 
some decidedly the reverse. 
There is 
i 


no standard of smell, no unit odor es­ 
tablished as abase ot‘ comparison. We 
do not know when one smell is twice 
as strong as another. 
As a famous 
chemist said: “ Quantitative analysis 
has not yet been applied to 
the 
skunk.*’ 


A writer in the Independent does, 
indeed* say that on an examination of 
several thousand flowers he ‘^undtlmt 
there was a connection between color 
and perfume. 
He finds tlmt of white 
flowers 14 percent, gave out agreeable 
odors: of gray ones, 11 per cent.; of 
red, a little over N per cent.; of yel­ 
low, a little over (j per cent.. nf blue, 
4 per cent., and of green, only 2 per 
cent. 
But, further, yellow 
flowers 
contain tho largest number with a 
disagreeable odor, and the white the 
next largest. 
But this a n a h i s vi­ 
tiated bv the fact that a perfume agree­ 
able to one person may lie sickening 
to another. 
There is 
u<> a*sthetie 
staudard of smells, and there are but 
few which all declare to be delightful. 
An English manufacturer ol perfumes 
asserts that he is able to combine 
odors so as to produce a certain efleet 
and talks of a perfume scale, but this 
seems rather commercial than 
tific. 
If he could really produce an 
odor which everybody would recog- 
.nize, by the combination of different 
smell elements, the foundation of a 
science of smell would be laid.

It costs annually about S^oO, 000,000 
to maintain the United States govern­ 
ment »exclusive of over #M,000,000 for 
tho postal service, much of w hich is 
paid back from postal receipts). 
We 
expend annually for the civil estab­ 
lishment (that is the salaries of public 
officials and employes of the executive 
departments, care of public buildings, 
etc. i about ,$X8,000,000; for military 
establishment, $o0,000,000; for tho 
naval establishment, $27,000,000; for 
the Indian service, §12,000,000; for 
pensions, §140,000,000, and for inter­ 
est on the public debt, §35,000,000— 
making a total of §3.52,000,000. 


To meet these expenditures, savs 
Harper's Hound Table, the United 
States government has to raise the 
necessary funds by taxation. 
The 
greater amount is raised by customs 
duties and by the internal revenue tax 
upon whiskey, tobacco, beer, j »laying 
cards, oleomargarine, 
etc. 
For the 
year ending June 30, 1X00, there was 
collected §1 <>0,000,000 from customs 
taxes and §147, OOlt,000 from internal 
revenue taxes, the balance consisting 
of miscellaneous receipts from sales of 
publie lands, revenues of the District 
of Columbia, consular fees, fees on 
letters patent, national bank circula­ 
tion. profits on coinage, etc. 


One can easily realize the immense 


t 


work of collecting this vast sum of 
money. 
In addition, 
however, the 
seien- I treasury through its accounting offi­ 
cers, has t o supervise the expenditure 
of every dollar paid out for the sup 
port of the government, and t o adjust 
the accounts of every officer spending 
the public money. 
Not a dollar can 
be paid into the treasury of the United 
States nor paid out w ithout an order 
from the secretary addressed to the 
officer known as the treasurer of the 
United States, directing him to receive 
the money, which is technically termed 
*‘covering it into the treasury,” or to 
pay out money to the person entitled, 
as the case may be. 
This order of the 
secretary is called a “ w arrant/1 if it 
orders the treasurer to receive money 
into the treasury it is called a “ cov­ 
ering" warrant; if to pay out money, 
it is called either a *'settlement*' war­ 
rant (when the money is paid to some 
person entitled to it of his own right), 
or an “accountable” warrant (if the 
money is paid to some officer of the 
government whose duty it is to ex­ 
pend it for the purpose of the govern­ 
ment . 
This latter officer has to give 
bond to properly apply said mone\.

On Monday evening a fire broke out 
in the large bank barn and outbuildings 
on the farm of Jesse Larue, of near Ber­ 
mudian, Adams county, about 5 miles 
north of East Berlin, and consumed all 
the contents of these buildings. A large 
amount of grain, all tho cattle, several 
head of horses, and a number of tons of 
hay and straw all went up in smoko. 
A 
tramp was seen about the barn several 
days previous to the fire. 
The barn was 
not insured. Tuesday a man was arrest­ 
ed, on suspicion of being the incendiary, 
and brought to Gettysburg, where he was 
given in charge of Sheriff Miller, who 
lodged him in jail at Gettysturg. 
When 
the Sheriff, as usual, searched tho prison- 
he was astonished at tho amount of mdn- 
ey the man had on his person. In the 
lining of his hat were found $250 in bank 
notes; $150 in gold was discovered in his 
hip pocket; $820 in notes,and on other 
parts of his person were found $220 mak­ 
ing atotal of $940. He also had one gold, 
one silver and one nickel watch. The 
name of the presoner is Jesse Beam, and 
he hails from Franklin township, York 
county. 


Tho University of Pennsylvania is 
aoout to inaugurate a free lecture system 
which is designed to bring the institution 
into closer touch with the State at large, 
and greatly extend tho scope of its edu­ 
cational influence. 
The plan is to send 
out through Pennsylvania a numbei of 
the most competent University profess­ 
ors to lecture on scientific and literary 
subjects. 
Their expenses are to bo 
borne by the institution, and the lectures 
will be free. 


Every county and city superintendent 
of public instruction in the State has 
been notified of the plan and already the 
requests for lectures have been greater 
than can be complied with. 
One of the 
objects to bo attained is tho establish­ 
ment of a large number of local lecture 
organizations in different counties of tho 
State. 


The people of Pennsylvania need to 
look well to the nominees for the next 
legislature. Not one of the boodlers ~of 
the last legislature should bo permitted 
to return to Harrisburg as’ a législatif. 
Both parties should givaattention to titfs 
part of their ticket. 
There were bad 
Democrats as well as Republicans in tho 
last legislature. 
If the people are wide 
awake and attend the piimaries we shall 
havo a better legislature next year. 


Killed by the Cars. 


Charles Wildasin, aged about 35 yearsj 
foimerly of Hanover, was fatally injured 
Tuesday night by being run over by a 
car, in tho Western Maryland Railroad 
yard at Baltimore, He died about 3 o’* 
clock Wednesday morning. 


Wildasin was yard conductor at Bal­ 
timore and his duties were to superin­ 
tend the making up of trains. While 
at this work on Tuesday evening, a stone 
caught in a switch he intended to use. 
Wildasin was removing the stone, when 
another train hand, being unaware of 
the conductor’s position, signaled the 
engineer to back the cars. Wildasin was 
knocked down by a mail car, the trucks 
of which passed over his body. His feet 
were across the track and were cut com­ 
pletely off, while the lower part of his 
body was crushed and mangled by the 
iron work of the truck. 


About a year ago, deceased met with 
an accident at Emory Grove, which re­ 
sulted in the imputation of the thumb 
and two fingers of his right hand. 


The coming session of Congress ifrifi 
be one of more than ordinary interest*.

I owe 
my success to newspapers, and to them I 
freely give a certain profit of my yearly 
business*

Besides the danger from ac­

joint, 
inflammation 
resulting from 
pressure of the saddle, etc., Dr. Men­ 
delssohn points out other dangers. 
Constant excessive exertion produces 
ail increased atomic and molecular 
change throughout the body to such a 
degree as to weaken the individual 
and cause a special susceptibility to 
infectious diseases. 
The tendency to 
catch cold is great, and the heart is 
subject to the greatest danger in cases 
of excessive riding. 
He says that 
wheeling should be prohibited (1) 
where there are existing heart lesions, 
(2) arterial calcification, (3) albumin­ 
uria, (4) old age, and (5) childhood. 
Bicycling is beneficial, he contend»,in 
the following cases: 
(1) When ex­ 
cessive uric acid and gout exist, (2) in 
certain mild forms of chronic disturb­ 
ances in the respiratory organs, ex­ 
cept absolute lung dilation. The Com 
/5ul calls attention to the fact tjiat the 
remarks do not include 
important 
points relating to the advisability oJ 
bicycling bjr boys and girls and u omen 
of a certain temperament, 
but ob­ 
serves that “it must be conceded that 
the conclusions as stated by Dr. Men­ 
delssohn are true/*

FIRST THANKSGIVING DINNER, 


In d ian Chiefs AVer« 
H osp itably Enter* 
tinned T>y P ilgrim Fath ers. 


The first 
Thanksgiving was 
ap­ 
pointed by Governor Bradford, at Ply­ 
mouth, Massachusetts, in 1621, the 
year following tho landiug of the Pil­ 
grims, in order that the Colonists in a 
more special way could rejoice together 
at having all things in good and plen­ 
ty, writes Cliflbrd Howard, in the 
Ladies’ Home Journal. 
In prepara­ 
tion for the feast “gunners were sent 
into the woods for wild turkeys, which 
abounded there in great numbers; 
kitchens were made ready for prepar­ 
ing the feast—especially the large on# 
in Dame Brewster’s house, which was 
under the immediate direction and 
chargo of Priscilla Molines, she who 
afterward became the wife of John 
Alden—while a messenger was dis­ 
patched to invito Massasoit, the chief 
of the friendly tribe,* to attend the* cel­ 
ebration. 


“Early on the morning of the ap­ 
pointed Thursday—about the first of 
November—Massasoit and ninety of 
his warriors arrived on the outskirts of 
the village, and with wild yells an­ 
nounced their readiness to onjoy the 
hospitality of their white brethren. 
The little settlement, which now con­ 
sisted of seven dwellings and four 
public buildings, was soon astir with 
men, women and children, who gave 
the Indians a hearty welcome as they 
filed into the large square in front of 
the Governor’s house. 
Soon the roll 
of a drum announced the hour of 
prayer, for no day was begun without 
this religious service. 
Then followed 
a holiday of feasting and recreation, 
which continued not only that day but 
during the two succeeding days. 
The 
usual routine of duties was suspended; 
the children romped about in merry 
play; the young men indulged in ath­ 
letic sports and games in friendly 
rivalry with the Indians; the little 
American army of twenty men, under 
the leadership of Miles Standish, went 
through its drill and manual of arms, 
to the great delight and astonishment 
of the natives, while the women busied 
then)selves in tho careful preparation 
of the excellent meals, which were 
eaten in the open air.”

sin in covered wagons. 
It is not nec­ 
essary to say that there were troub­ 
lous times in Kansas in 185fi, when 
John 0. Fremont was the iirst Repub­ 
lican candidate for President 
and 
James Bnehanau 
the 
Democratic. 
Shooting between men was an every­ 
day occurrence, and men shot to kill, 
too. 
The colony from Wisconsin was 
armed, both men and women carrying 
revolvers and the men rifles besides. 
Nearly every day, while on the way to 
“ bleeding K ansas/’ there was a stop 
to practice shooting at a mark. 
Some 
of the young fellows made a frightfully 
bad showing; couldn’t even hit the 
Iree upon which the mark rested. 
A 
printer, Ed Ross, a member of* the 
family mentioned, was a most dismal 
failure as a marksman. 
His mother, 
quite an elderly woman, wearing spec­ 
tacles, stood for some time watching 
the practice. 
After the printer Ed 
had shot four or live times and missed 
the tree each time, his mother said: 
“ My boy, you can’t shoot for shucks; 
£ive me that revolver." 
She carefully 
reloaded it and took position several 
vards further away from the mark

than Ed and the other poor shooters 
had been located. Planting her left foot 
sixteen inches behind her right and 
bringing the revolver up like a profes 
.sional, she took a quick glance at the 
mark through her glasses, pulled the 
trigger and down came the white 
patch. 


“ Stick it up again,” said Mrs. Boss. 
Again the mark fell to the ground 
and again it was replaced and knocked 
down. 


When Mrs. Ross offered the revol­ 
ver to her son he said: “No mother, 
you keep it. 
I'm no gunner; you are. 


1. will get a “ sit” in a printing office 
when we get there and use another 
kind of “ shooting stick,” and you can 
kill my share of those border ruffians.” 
Ross kept his promise. 
He went to 
work at his trade and in due time be­ 
came an editor and proprietor. 
Not 
long after the war Kansas had one of 
its regular rip-roaring senatorial con­ 
tests, which resulted in the election 
of tlieprinter-editor, Edmund G. Ross. 
He w e n t to Washington a Republican, 
but would not follow liis party in the 
enterprise to depose President Andrew 
Johnson. 
The Kansas Republicans 
never forgave him. 
Since then he has 
been a Democrat. 


When Mr. Cleveland became presi­ 
dent the first time Ross was a typeset­ 
ter on a New Mexico paper and very 
poor. 
One day, while setting up a 
list of presidential appointments, the 
old printer, whose family had been 
scantily clad and fed for some time, 
trot to thinking over liis past good for­ 
tune. 
He said to himself: “ The last 
Democratic president was saved by 
my vote, and I have suffered for that 
vote ever since. 
1 could have been 
re-elected to the United States Senate, 
Uiaybe several times, but for that act. 
As it is, I ’m poor, in need, my family 
lacking the comforts of life, and I 
working at the case. 
I ’ll ask the new 
president for the governorship of 
New Mexico.” 


The next day his application and the 
letters of several influential Democrats 
were on their way to Washington.

‘was not many weeks after that wlion 
the foreman handed the old printer 
another “ take” of presidential ap­ 
pointments.

SCIENTIFIC SCRAPS, 


In every mile of railway there are 
seven feet four inches not covered by 
tho rails, the space loft for expansion. 


Gas is to be utilized in the burning 
of bricks in Attica, N. Y., where a gas 
well has been struck on ground near a 
brick kiln. 


A copper pan, said to be the largest 
ever made from one piece of metal, has 
been turned out at Swansea, England, 
i t is twelve feet four inches in diame­ 
ter, three feet three inches deep, and 
weighs two tons. 


Dr. Edwin Ivlebs, the well-known 
bacteriologist, formerly of the Uni­ 
versity of Zurich, but now of Chicago, 
has just returned from a visit to Eu­ 
rope, and is going to New Orleans to 
study the epidemic of yellow fever. 


The Spring Garden institute of Phil­ 
adelphia has just received a bequest 
of $20,000 from the estate of the late 
Samuel Jcanes of Philadelphia.

Investigations made by the scien­ 
tists of the agricultural department 
show that the pith of the sunflower 
stem is the lightest substance known, 
with a specific gravity of 0.028, as 
compared with 0.01) older pith, which 
lias heretofore been considered tho 
lightest of all materials. 


Sheep shearing by electricity is suc­ 
cessfully carried on at Great Falls, 
Montana, one of the largest wool-ship­ 
ping points in the northwest.

mitted to the shears from a nearby 
street railway power house. 


The government of the Cape of Good 
Hope is now regretting the money 
spent in securing Koch to elaborate 
a protective serum for use against 
the rinderpest. 
The undertaking has 
ended in absolute failure, for the in­ 
oculation treatment has had no effect 
in in v en tin g the cattle from dying 
of the disease. 


The New York Journal of Hygiene 
says that many people eat altogether 
too much salt. 
The result is that the 
skin and kidneys are excessively taxed 
to get rid of the salt, and both are 
injured by it. 
Few 
people have 
healthy skins, and it is believed that 
many cases of derangement of the 
kidneys are due to the salt habit. 


A substitue for coal is now being 
brought forward in the shape of masut, 
a by-product in the distillation of pet­ 
roleum, which has for some time been 
extensively used in Russia and Italy 
for firing steam boilers, for marine, 
locomotive, and industrial purposes. 
A German inventor is also said to have 
w* 
recently succeeded in extracting masut 
from a cheap brown coal in connection 
with which a new industry has sjirung 
up in Saxony. 


Pupor Bottles. 


A German papermaker recently ob­ 
tained letters patent on bottles made 
of paper, for use on board of slii]DS 
particularly. 
It has been a cause of 
much damage to steamer lines that in 
bad weather a large number of bottles 
of wine and other liquors are broken 
in the storerooms in spite of every 
precaution. The new bottles are ma ie 
of a composition which, with the solu­ 
tion in which they are made water­ 
tight, is still the inventor’s secret. 
After being impregnated with this 
fluid tho paper bottles are slowly dried 
in gas stoves, and this process of dry­ 
ing must be watched carefully, for 
otherwise the bottles would remain 
porous and allow tho fluids kept 
therein to leak out. 
These bottles 
can be handled roughly without the 
least apprehension; neither the pitch­ 
ing nor rolling of a great steamer dur­ 
ing rough weather, nor the breaking 
down of a truck upon which they are 
loaded loosely would be apt to dam­ 
age a single paper bottle. -Hartford 
Times.

A W AIL F ROM ENGLAND. 


Leading Briton Explains tho Xtoollna 
of British Exports. 


London, Nov. 24.—Right Hon. Charles 
T. Rlcliie, president of the board of 
trade, made an important speech be­ 
fore the 
Chamber of 
Commerce of 
Croyden yesterday, taking as his theme 
the decline of British exports during 
the last ten months, upon which he 
hung: a grave warning against Ameri­ 
can competition, now '‘ousting British 
trade." 


Mr. Ritchie, after declaring that the 
Dingley tariff and the engineering trade 
dispute were mainly responsible for the 
reoent decline of exports, and after 
pointing out 
that 
England had no 
weapons against the tariff, said there 
was a great deal of talk in commercial 
circles about the serious competition of 
Germany, but he thought they were too 
apt to overlook a much more serious 
competitor, the United States. 


"The facts are serious,'1 he contin­ 
ued, "and call upon us for the exercise 
of all our powers to enable us to main­ 
tain our position in the commercial 
world. There is no doubt the United 
States are executing orders which ought 
to be executed here. As we all know, 
an American Arm obtained the contract 
for the Central Underground railway 
(of London), as its bid was lower than 
those of the English concerns, and it 
could deliver the supplies three months 
ahead of 
the British tenders 
Many 
important continental orders have gone 
to America. 


"The same is to be said of Egypt 
and Japan, where the Americans are 
doing work that Englishmen should 
have done. In consequence of the en­ 
gineering 
dispute 
many orders are 
leaving the country, and, unfortunately, 
these orders seldom return. 


"America’s successful competition is 
due to her enterprise in embarking cap­ 
ital, but it is yet more due to the free­ 
dom her manufacturers enjoy of em­ 
ploying the best machinery and work­ 
ing it In the most economical manner, 
untrammeled by the restrictions which 
have hampered manufacturers here.

I murdered Mrs. Lang- 
feldt, also Bianche Lamont and Minnie 
Williams. I put this In your coat pocket, 
and hope you will find it In time to save 
the life of Durrant." 


The letter written by Blanther was 
compared with a letter written by him 
to County Treasurer Handle while he 
(Blanther) 
was 
teaching 
school 
at 
Kopperl, this county, and the Identi- 
fication 
is pronounced to be beyond 
doubt. The original written confession 
is now In the possession of Word, Dil- 
lard & Word, who will at once notify 
the San Francisco ofllcials of the start- 
ling confession.

lather; then 2)ut iu your blankets. Lot 
them remain iu this Avater about lif- 
toen or twenty minutes, covering tho 
tub so as to keep in the steam; then 
souse them uj) and 
doAvn Avith the 
hands and turn them over in the Ava- 
ter for a few minutes. 
Ono of my 
women, Avho is very successful, has a 
large tin funnel that she uses to man- 
ipulate her blankets Avith. 
She takes 
it by tho stem and presses the mouth 
j of tho funnel up and doAvn on tho 
blankets, turns them over and keeps 
up the process until she thinks that 
every part has had the Avater passed 
through it by the suction of the fun- 
nel; then takes them out and 2)asses 
. through the Avringer. 
While she is. 
perhaps, my best blanket Avashor, I 
haven't sufficient faith in her funnel 
theory to think it at all necessary, 
though I think it much better than 
using a stick, Avhicli should noA'er be 
alloAved, as it is almost certain to 
make holes in the blanket. 


"In passing through the Avringer it 
should ahvays go lengtliAvise. 
After 
the first Avringing comes a second tub 
of hot Avater, in Avhi- h has been luit a 
a goodly supi^ly of ammonia; 
then 
another Avringing and another tub of 
hot Avater, Avith just enough of the 
soap mi.xture to make a good suds — 
not a thick suds, nothing like as thick 
a suds as the first, but just enough to 
make the Avater smooth to the touch. 
After a thorough rinsing in this Av.ater 
it should be ¡massed through the Avring- 
er or Avrung with the hands lengthwise 
and hung in the Avind to dry. 
It 
should never be hung in the sun, as 
it makes it yellow. 
Soap containing 
resin Avill also cause yellowness, and 
cold Avater harshness. 
I knoAV you 
Avant to knoAv Avhy I put soap in the 
last rinsing Avater—to make the blan- 
ket soft and jdiable; otherAvise it 
would be harsh and stiflf, abhost an 
mu(;h so as if Avafthed in cold Avator,

After twenty-four years, and the ex 
penditure of millions of dollars, one of 
the main approaches to the capítol at 
Albany has been finished. It is believed 
if the fnd of the world don't come too 
soon tind New York's treasury don't be- 
conae exhausted, the capítol may yet bo 
completed before Gabriel blows his trum- 
pet. It looks as if the people of Penn- 
sylvania arc about to be treated to a sim- 
ilar experiment, 
The capítol commis- 
sion is about to award the contract for 
the main building of the capítol at Har- 
risburg, and will doubtless manage to 
spend the full appropriation of the last 
legislature and must look to future legis- 
latures to complete the building in accor- 
dance with the new plans. 
This action 
of the commission leaves the door open 
to no end of jobbery and expenditure^ 
and if the people of Pennsylvania don't 
have a nice little bill to foot it will bo a 
marvel. 
It won't be boodlers' fault if 
they don't get their work in on this job. 


The University of Pennsylvania is 
aoout to inaugurate a free lecture system 
which is designed to bring the institution 
into closer touch with the State at large, 
and greatly extend the scope of its edu- 
cational influence. 
The plan is to send 
out through Pennsylvania a numbei of 
the most competent University profess- 
ors to lecture on scientific and literary 
subjects. 
Their expenses are to be 
borne by the institution, and the lectures 
will be free. 


Every county and city superintendent 
of public instruction in the State has 
been notified of the plan and already the 
requests for lectures have been greater 
than can be complied with. 
One of the 
objects to be attained is the establish- 
ment of a large number of local lecture 
organizations in diiierent counties of the 
State. 


The people of Pennsylvania need to 
look well to the nominees for the next 
legislature. 
Not one of the boodlers^f 
the last legislature should bo permitted 
to return to Harrisburg as" a legislativi. 
Both parties should givaattcntion to th^U 
part of their ticket. 
There M'ere bad 
Democrats as well as Republicans in the 
last legislature. 
If the people are wide 
awake and attend the piimaries we shall 
have a better legislature next year. 


LATE LOCAL NEWS. 


A ^ich Prisoner. 


On Monday evening a fire broke out 
in the large bank barn and outbuildings 
on the farm of Jesse Larue, of near Ber- 
mudian, Adams county, about 5 miles 
north of East Berlin, and consumed all 
the contents of these buildings. 
A large 
amount of grain, all the cattle, several 
head of horses, and a number of tons of 
hay and straw all went up in smoke. 
A 
tramp was seen about the barn several 
days previous to the fire. The barn was 
not insured. Tuesday a man was arrest- 
ed, on suspicion of being the incendiary, 
and brought to Gettysburg, where he was 
given in charge of SherilT Miller, who 
lodged him in jail at Qettysturg. 
"When 
the Sheriff, as usual, searched the prison- 
he was astonished at the amount of mdn- 
cy the man had on his person. 
In the 
lining of his hat were found |250 in bank 
notes; $150 in gold was discovered in his 
hip pocket; |320 in notes,and on other 


parts of his person were found |220 mak- 
ing a total of |940. He also had one gold, 
one silver and one nickel watch. 
The 


name of the presoner is Jesse Beam, and 
he hails from Franklin township, York 
county. 


The coming session of Congress ifriîi 
be one of more than ordinary intcr<^st'. 
The Hawaiian annexation treaty, the 
Cuban troubles, and the currency reform 
are a few of the topics that will provv)ko 
discussion. 
Congress will assemble on 
the first Monday of December at noon.

Boston would gladly annex it, 
but Brookline prefers to go on as it is 
combining city life with the pleasures of 
the country, and no council on the 
metropolitan plan. 


Killed by the Cars. 


Charles Wildasin, aged about 35 years» 
foimerly of Hanover, was fatally injured 
Tuesday night by being run over by a 
car, in the Western Maryland Railroad 
yard at Baltimore, 
He died about 3 o'- 
clock Wednesday morning. 


Wildasin was yard conductor at Bal- 
timore and his duties were to superin- 
tend the making up of trains. 
While 
at this work on Tuesday evening, a stone 
caught in a switch he intended to use. 
Wildasin was removing the stone, when 
another train band, being unaware of 
the conductor's position, signaled the 
engineer to back the cars. 
Wildasin was 
knocked down by a mail car, the trucks 
of which passed over his body. His feet 
were across the track and were cut com- 
pletely off, while the lower part of his 
body was crushed and mangled by the 
iron work of the truck. 


About a year ago, deceased met with 
an accident at Emory Grove, which re- 
sulted in the Amputation of the thumb 
and two fingers of his right hand.

Oeath 
of 
Joseph 
Stambaugh* 


Joseph V. Stambaugh, a highly respect- 
ed citizen of McSherrystown, died very 
suddenly of apoplexy last Wednesday 
evening, aged 72 years and 8 months. At 
the time of death Mr. Stambaugh was as- 
sisting in hauling corn fodder to his barn 
from a nearby field. While walking up 
North street he was seen to stagger and 
fall. In the fall he struck his head on 
the curb, making an ugly wound on the 
side of his face. He was picked up and 
taken to the home of Joseph Chambers, 
a distant relative, and Dr. Rice summon- 
ed, who pronounced death due to apo- 
plexy. 


Deceased was born and reared near 
McSherrystown. 
He learned the cabinet 
making and carpenter trades which he 
followed for years. He was married to a 
Miss Bievenour, of near Abbottstown, 
many years ago, but she died shortly af- 
ter their marriage. 
His father is buried 
in the Keagy burying ground, near Mc- 
Sherrystown, and the remains of his 
mother, (an Alwine,) rest at Conewago 
Chapel. 
After the death of his mother, 
he with his brother Samuel lived togeth- 
er in their large brick house on Main 
street, McSherrystown. 
Tliree years ago 
Samuel died, and since then Joseph has 
lived alone, doing his own cooking and 
housework. 
He was a man of consider- 
able means, and was an active member 
of Holy Trinity Catholic church, 
His 
remains were interred 
at Conewago 
Chapel, 


The last will of deceased was read af- 
ter the funeral Saturday morning, and 
was found to provide that after the pay- 
ment of his funeral expenses, the erec- 
tion of a monument ^t his grave not to 
exceed in cost |3t)0, and the payment of 
bequests of iflOO each to the pastor of St. 
Joseph's Catholic church, Hanover, of 
Holy Trinity Catholic church, McSher- 
rystown, and of the church of the Sacred 
Heart at Conewago, the residue of his es- 
tate is to be devoted to the building of a 
Catholic church in McSherrystown. The 
estate is to be turned into cash as soon 
as possible. 


The value of the estate is not known; 
it is variously estimated at from f 15,000 
to $35,000, Wm.

Medical society in Berlin. 
The paper 
is just beginning to attract wide at- 
tention in Germany, although it was 
delivered as far back as Jnuuarj^jlSOG. 
The author condemns all 
excess in 
riding as harmful or absolutelj' dan- 
gerous, 
Besides the danger from ac- 
cidents, inflammation 
of 
tho knee 
joint, 
inflaiJDnation 
resulting 
from 
pressure of the saddle, etc., Dr. Men- 
delssohn 
points out 
other dangers. 
Constant excessive exertiu]i produces 
ail increased atomic and 
molecular 
change throughout tho body to such a 
degree as to weaken the individual 
and cause a special susceptibility 
to 
infectious diseases. 
The tendency to 
catch cold is great, and the heart is 
subject to the greatest danger in cases 
of excessive riding. 
He says that 
wheeling should 
be prohibited 
(1) 
where there are existing heart lesions, 
(2) arterial calciiication, (3) albumin- 
uria, (4) old age, and (5) childhood. 
Bicycling is beneficial, he contends,in 
the following cases: 
(1) When ex- 
qessiveurio acid and gout exist, (2) in 
certain mild forms of chronic disturb- 
ances in the respiratory organs, ex- 
cept absolute lung dilation. The iUnv 
calls attention to the fact tjiat the 
remarks do not include 
imiiurtanl 
points relating to tlie 
advisability oi 
bicycling bj' boys and girls and

Tlianksgiving Avas

pointed by Governor Bradford, at Ply- 
mouth, ilassachusetts, in 1621, the 
year folloAving tho landing of the Pil- 
grims, in order that the Colonists in a 
more s^Decial Avay could rejoice together 
at haA'ing all things in good and plen- 
13% Avrites Cliilbrd Howard, 
in tho 
Ladies' Home Journal. 
In prepara- 
tion for the feast "gunners Avere sent 
into the Avoods for Avild turkeys, Avhich 
abounded 
there in great 
numbers; 
kitchens Avere made ready for prepar- 
ing the feast—aspecially the large on* 
in Dame BreAvster's house, Avhich Avas 
under the immediate direction 
and 
charge of Priscilla Molines, she Avho 
afterAvard Ijecame the Avife of John 
Alden—Avhile a messenger Avas dis- 
patched to iiiA-ito Massasoit, the chief 
of the friendly tribe,* to attend thcf cel- 
ebration. 


^'Early on the morning of the ap- 
pointed Thursday—about the iirst of 
November—JIassasoit and ninety of

Forty-one yenra ago, M-ritos J. A. 
Watroys in the Chicago Timos-Herald, 
a family iiamod Ross, then and for 
«orne time reaiding in j\riIwankoe, con- 
stituted a part , of a KansaR eolony 
whioh Avent all tho "way from Wiscoii- 
siu in covored -wagons! 
It is not neo- 
pKsary to say that there were troub- 
lons times in Kansas in l.SHiî, Avhen 
John C. Fremont ^vas the iirst Repub- 
lican candidate 
for l^resident 
and 
.Tames Rnchanan 
the 
Democratic, 
Shooting betAveen nuni -was an every- 
tlay occurrence, and men shot to kiÎJ, 
too. 
The colony from Wisconsin -was 
armed, both men and Avomen carrying 
i-evolvers and the men rifles besides. 
Nearly every day, Avhile on tlie way to 
* ^bleeding Kansas/' there was a stoj) 
to practice shooting at a mark. 
Some 
of the youngfelh)Avsnmdea frightfully 
Imd sho^ving; couldn't even 'hit the 
Iree upou which the inark rested. 
A 
printer, Ed Ross, a member o f the 
family mentioned, Avas a most dismal 
failure as a marksman. 
His mother, 
quite an elderly wouuni, wearing spec- 
tacles, stood for some time watching 
the practice. 
After the lu'inter Ed 
had shot foiir or five times and missed 
tlietreo each time, liis mother said: 
•'My boy, yon can't shoot for shucks; 
iïive me that revolver.'' 
>Shecarefully 
r oloaded it and took position several 
yards further away

tlian Ed and tlie other poor shooters 
iiad been located. Planting her left foot 
sixteen inches behind her riglit and 
îu'inging the revolver up like a profes

mark through her glasses, pulled the 
trigger

came the 
white 
patcJi.

*'Stick it up again, "said Mrs. Ross.

Ross oHered the revol- 
ver to her sou he said: "No mother, 
you keep if.

Ross kept his in-omise. 
He went to 
work at his trade and in due time be- 
came an eilitor and proju'ietor.

long after the war Kansas had one of 
its regular rip-roaring senatorial 
con- 
tests, Avhich resulted in the election 
of the printer-editor, Edmund G. Ross. 
He M-ent to Washington a Republican, 
but would not follow his party in the 
entcr])rise to depose Pre.sidcnt Andrew 
Tohnstm. 
The 
Kansas 
Republicans 
never forgave him. 
Since then he has 
been a Democrat. 


When Mr. Cleveland l>ecame i>resi- 
lent the first time Ross was a typeset- 
ter on a NeM' Mexico jjaper anrl very 
poor. 
One day, while setting 
np n 
list of presidential ai)])oinfments, the 
old ijriiiter, whose family had 
been 
îîcanlily clad and fed for some time, 
irot to thinking over his past good for- 
tune. 
He said to himself: "The last 
Democratic ]n'esident was saved ])y 
my vote, and I have snflered for thu't 
vote ever since. 
1 could have 
been

London, Nov. 24.—Right Hon, Charles 
T. Richie, president of 
tho board of 
trade, made an important speech be- 
fore the 
Chamber 
of 
Commerce 
of 
Croyden yesterday, taking as hi» theme 
the decline of British exports during 
the last ten months, upon which he 
hung- a ffrave warning against Ameri- 
can competition, now "ousting British 
trade." 


Mr. Ritchie, after declarlnff that the 
DIngley tariff and the engineering: trade 
dispute were mainly responsible for the 
recent decline of 
exports, and 
after 
pointing out 
that 
England had 
no 
weapons against the tariff, said there 
was a great deal of talk In commercial 
circles about the serious competition of 
Germany, but he thought they were too 
apt to overlook a much more serious 
competitor, the United States. 


"The facts are serious," he contin- 
ued, "and call upon us for the exercise 
of all our powers to enable us to main- 
tain our position in the 
commercial 
world. There is no doubt the United 
States are executing orders which ought 
to be executed here. As we all know, 
an American firm obtained the contract 
for the Central Underground 
railway 
(of London), as its bid was lower than 
those of the English concerns, and it 
could deliver the supplies three months 
ahead of 
the British tenders 
Many 
Important continental orders have gone 
to America, 


"The same Is to be said of Egypt 
and Japan, where the Americans are 
doing work that 
Englishmen 
should 
have done. 
In consequence of the en- 
gineering 
dispute 
many 
orders 
are 
leaving the country, and, unfortunately, 
these orders seldom return, 


"America's successful competition is 
due to her enterprise In embarking cap- 
ital, but it is yet more due to the free- 
dom her manufacturers enjoy of em- 
ploying the best machinery and work- 
ing it in the most economical manner, 
untrammeled by the restrictions which 
have hampered manufacturers 
here. 
Everyone having his countryV interest 
at heart must hope that 
toinorrow'i 
conference will lead to a settlement of 
the unfortunate engineering dispute."
